Railways Co., in a leading article in 
the March issue of Greater St. Louis, 
the official magazine of the Cham- 
ber of. Commerce, issued to 
tells of the problems of financial re- 
habilitation faced by the United 
Railways Co. He as his be- 
lief that the future expansion of the 
city’s transportation system is de 
pendent upon the attraction of new 
capital. The article follows: 

“My financial and managerial con- 
nection with street railways came to 
a close a short period before the 
transformation from the horse and 
mule power to that of cable and elec 
tric propulsion. After a lapse of 
35 years I find myself, undera_ re- 
ceivership, associated with the 
United Railways Systems, as its re- 
ceiver. Just how this came about it 
is unnecessary for me to surmise. 
Being temporarily in charge, it is, 
therefore, with hesitancy, I 
with the request tbat this ar- 
ticle be furnished over my signature. 
feeling that an expression from the 
owners of the property would be 
more appropriate. 

“During my receivership of almost 
two years my attention has been fo- 
cused upon the public utility busi- 
ness in general, and the street rail- 
way pblic utility in particular. It 
has Wefn brought forcibly to my 
mind that the old days have 
brought to a close when public utili- 
ties were sometimes formulated and 
exploited for spec and un- 
usual profit. In this I do not mean 
in every case to adversely. 
The records of the early development 
of this country and its cities will 
show that without such speculative 
promotion progress would have been 
slow. It is true that*in many in- 
Stances the promoters and specula- 
tors received the benefit and subse- 
quent investors have been the suf- 
ferers. However, in contemplating 
the requirements of utility users of 
today and the future, we must con- 
sider conditions as we find them at 
present. 

Railways Must Keep Pace. 

“If St. Louis is to continue its 
growth by the locating of new indus- 
tries in outlying districts, it is evi- 
dent that public utilities, especially 
street railways, must keep pace with 
such growth.

According to the other amendment 
a player can belong to only one 
park club at a time. He may secure 
a transfer to another club only by 
permission of each club concerned 
and by the Council of the Municipal 
Tennis Association. The same rule 
holds good in interclub play.
